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REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Allen- 
Rouman. Claims 14, 16-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kleckner. Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious in light of Kleckner 
in view of Sperandeo. Claim 15 has been cancelled. Claim 14 has been amended to overcome 
the prior art cited and Claims 16-20 have been cancelled. Claim 1 has been amended to 
overcome the prior art cited and Claims 2-9 and 11-13 have been cancelled. Claim 10 has been 
amended. The amendments have been made to more clearly point out that the system and 
methods utilize a set of virtual accounts to track expenditures, one of which is a virtual reserve 
account that is incremented to cover credit purchases and is decremented at the end of the month 
to reflect actual payment of a credit source such as a credit card. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicants submit that the amendments made herein should place the claims in condition 
for allowance. Accordingly, Applicants requests favorable reconsideration. If the Examiner has 
any questions or concerns regarding this communication, the Examiner is invited to call the 
undersigned.
